It  is  early  in  the  season  and  league  play  has  not 
really  started;  yet  something  is  lacking,  for  we  have 
won  only  one  game  in  four  attempts.  Experience 
could  be  a major  factor,  as  the  entire  infield  is 
composed  of  sophomores,  with  all  the  pitchers 
being  juniors,  while  the  outfield  is  mixed.  But 
Coach  Reese  Dick's  varsity  nine  has  shown  much 
improvement  and  should  succeed  in  bringing  one 
of  the  top  spots  in  the  league  standings. 

In  their  first  non-league  game  against  Woodland, 
Sam  Lopez  pitched  a six-hitter,  winning  3-1.  Fine 
hitting  was  provided  by  sophomore  first-sacker  Jim 
Thomas,  who  had  a perfect  three  for  three,  and 
junior  Dave  Sells,  who  collected  one  hit  and  a 
sacrifice  while  knocking  in  two  Vacaville  runs. 

Against  Hogan  we  played  a fine  game,  though  we 
connected  for  only  two  safeties.  Dave  Sells  pitched 
a four-hitter,  giving  up  three  runs  while  Harry  Gar- 
land was  the  only  Bulldog  to  score. 

Davis  seemed  too  tough,  for  we  couldn't  get  our 
hits  together,  but  rather  spread  out,  as  we  lost  8-2, 
with  Mike  Brandt  and  Ron  Smith  sharing  the 
mound  duties. 

In  our  first  league  outing  against  Elk  Grove,  we 
battled  to  a tie,  with  play  being  called  after  eight 
innings.  Sam  Lopez  pitched  the  first  six  frames, 
giving  up  the  lone  run,  while  Smith  finished  the 
remaining  innings.  Lopez  also  batted  in  our  only 
run  with  a single. 

With  the  season  just  getting  into  progress,  we 
have  plenty  of  time  to  regain  our  poise  shown 
against  Woodland. 
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The  Junior  Varsity,  coached  by  Tom  Zunino,  has  compiled 
a season  record  of  one  win  against  three  losses,  one  loss 
being  to  Elk  Grove,  our  only  league  opponent  thus  far. 

Our  only  win  was  against  Davis  and  was  sparked  by 

pitcher  Dave  Camp’s  four-hit  exhibition.  Dave  gave  up  only 
one  run,  while  his  teammates  pounded  out  hit  after  hit,  with 
John  Dodson,  Gary  Forshay,  and  Mike  Gunderson  leading  the 
offense  attack.  The  final  score  was  6-1,  with  almost  everyone 
seeing  action. 

In  our  humiliating  loss  to  the  Hogan  lightweights,  the 
Bullpups  were  unable  to  get  a hit,  but  Hogan  could  muster 
only  one  with  the  pitching  being  divided  between  Tod  Eck- 
house  and  Mike  Gunderson,  with  the  score  being  5-1. 

This  year’s  team  lost  its  majority  of  players  to  the  varsity, 
forcing  Coach  Zunino  into  doing  a rebuilding  job.  We  feel  sure 
his  young  material  soon  will  be  hitting  the  winning  column 
more  often.
